This action mainly results from a recent U S Supreim* 
Court decision wluch siiys tli;it any person on trial for any 
crime carrying a possible jiiil or prison sentence is assured of 
a liiwyer if he wants one If a pi‘rson cannot afford to hire a 
Liwyer, the court must appoint one 


Recause every offense in police court, with the exception 
of parking viobtions, is punisliable by a jail sentence, the 
court now must ask every person appearing before the judge 
whether he wants a lawyer. 


If the persiin says yes. then the court must ask him 
whether he can afford <»n<* And if the p<*rson says he is 
mdigiTil. then the court must appoint a Liwyer for him 


Un<h*r firesent city kiws. anyone could technically go to jiiil 
f<»r committing minor crim<*s such as s[)eeding or poss<*ssion 
of fireworks within the city limits Tins means that if a 
person were arraigiM*d in police court on a cliarge of 
excec'ding the sper*d limit by lO-miles an hour (which usually 
results in a $10 fine), he could ask tin* court to appoint a 
biwy<*r to defend him becausr* he is indigent

Do away with j;iil sentences for most offenses and 
create separate categories for jiiiLible offens<*s For instance, 
a person could be tnr'd on a speeding ctiarge, which would 
only be punishable by a firu* or lie could be tned for 


“malicious and reckless dnving.” which would be punishiible 
by either a fine or a jail sentence or both 


By reducing the number of jailable offenses, a great 
majority of cases would not be punishable by a jail sentence 
Liston said, however, that persons would still be able to be 
jailed for such cnmes as driving while intoxicated, disorderly 
conduct and petit larceny under this proposal 


Fritz said he has not yet decided whether he will 
recommend one of th<? three alternatives for adoption by the 
C jiuncil 


Since last Fnday’s police court. Liston has been asking all 
those persons cliarged with jailable offen.ses whether they 
want an attorney to represent them and whether they can 
afford to pay for one

offered 
DemiHTdtic platform wnters trxlay what 
he called “a short and simple’’ four-point 
plan to end the Indochina war and to 
replace a RepubUcan pohcy he termed 
“bankrupt ’’ 
('hfford told a panel of the Demrx-ratic 
National Platform Committee program: 
“The United States would agree to two 
actions; 
“First, 
withdraw 
all 
U.S. 
mibtary 
personnel from South Vietnam. Laos and 
Camb(xiia on a date C'ertain; 
““Second, end all ground, air and naval 
activity by U S forces in South Vietnam. 
North Vietnam. Laos and Cambodia by the 
same date 
“North 
Vietnam 
and 
the 
National 
Liberation Front would also agree to two 
actions: 
““First, return all U.S. prisoners held by 
North Vietnam and the National Liberation 
Front asU S troops withdraw. 
“Second, refrain from attacks that would 
threaten 
the 
safety 
of 
U S 
nbUtary 
personnel 
during 
the 
period 
of 
withdrawal” 
Clifford said he was convinced that if 
the plan were agreed to. pobtical forces 
would emerge in South Vietnam to open 
negotiations between North and South 
Vietnamese leading to an overall settle 
ment. and added 
“ I further bebeve that by the time of our 
final withdrawal, the war in Vietnam 
would have ended " 
Cbfford. Washington lawyer and adviser 
to the past three Demcxratic presidents, 
assured the platform panel that he did not 
bebeve that such a settlement would be 
followed by ““any so-called blood bath ’’ 
It would be the disposition of both sides, 
he .said, to try to heal the wounds of 20 
years of warfare 
President Nixon’s prc^ram will not 
work, Cbfford said, and his proposals for 
settlement will not bnng peace ““because 
they offer the other side nothing but 
defeat ’’

Harnman. former ambassador to the

Court today barred the spbntenng of 
school districts into smaller ones when the 
result is to perpetuate racial segregation 
The 5 to 4 rubng. in a case from rural 
Virginia, 
gives 
federal 
judges 
broad 
supervisory powers over the drawing of 
school district boundanes 
Although 
Justice 
Potter 
Stewart’-, 
majority opinion did not deal directly with 
cases other than the two before the court 
he gave out broad hints that strong actions 
by judges to break down school segregation 
elsewhere could be upheld 


In other actions today, the court

systematically excluded from the jury 


— Ruled 
that a

The biggest gain of all was registered by hockey, with the 
number of sport fans who say they ’follow” that game nsing 
from 17 to 24 per cent This was in spite of the fact tlut 
h(Hkey has scant support in the South and among blacks 
Basketball rose from 46 to 51 per cent since 1971. was close to 
the top among women, and was the third most popuLir sport 
to watch on television belund fmitball and baseball 
Recently, a cross stvtion of 1.324 sports fans was asked this 
question, as simibr cross sections h;ive been asktnl each year

F(M)tball. after levebng out in 1971, rost' thret' points in the 
number of fans following that sport, as was the case with 
baseball which rose from 57 to 60 per cent, a new high 
Football IS strongest in the South and Midwest and leads 
among the younger and more affluent Baseball's appeal is to 
older fans, and ruas even with football in the Fast and 
Midwest (iolf and horse racing have gained substantially 
since 1970. and interest in tennis has also surged with the 
televising of the professional circuit 
Boxing, however, has fallen off from the following it 
registered a year ago. down from 31 to 24 per cent The nse 
in interest in boxing last year undoubtedly stemmed from the 
enormous excitement generated by the Frazier-.All fight If a 
rematch is made between the two. it can be expected that 
interest in boxing will nse accordingly 
Auto racing continues to climb, and bowbng has made 
something of a comeback after a temporary sbde in 1970 The 
winter sports of hockey and basketball hold out the promise 
of even greater acceleration in popularity with the expansion 
of major league competition and T V coverage F"or the first 
time, a majonty of sports fans in the country say they follow 
basketball regularly 
It IS evident from these results that the sports world of 
tomorrow is unbkely to be so dominated by football and 
baseball as was the case several years ago As the number of 
sports fans increases, the range of interest in specific sports 
IS also spreading 
One key. of course, to the heightened interest in sports is 
the televising of sports events This year for the first time 
the Harns sports survey asked the cross section of fans “ If 
you had to choose, which two or three sports do you think are 
best to watch on television*’”

The diffusion of sports fans’ allc'giances is evident from 
these results Baseball continues to show a long-term slide in 
populanty as the n;ition’s number-one sport, down from a 
lugh of 39 per cent in 1969 to 23 per cent in 1972 However, 
fcKitball at 28 pt*r cent is also below its 31 per cent high of 
1969 Continuing its decline of the previous year, fan interest 
in auto racing suffered the most when bixiting and skiing 
were added to the list of choices in 1972 
The fascinating implication of these results is tlxit while a 
particular sport might be declining as the fans’ favonte. a 
wider audience may be following it The result is a new kind 
of sports plurabsm where people no longer fiH'us on a single 
game, but follow each season’s offenngs as they come along 
The year-round fan is charactcnstic of a nation more sports 
conscious than ever before

This was the verdict announced 
hero Monday night, when the 
Corps' deputy district engineer 
tevoaled that the .Army would 
restrict its role to an advisor\’ one, 
leaving 
actual 
coastruction 
of 
possible flood control structures up 
t») private inteix'sts. 


Altlunigh it considered several 
alternatives on reservoirs for flood 
control along Flat Creek, the Corps 
could not improve upon a costs- 
benefits ratio of only '0 cents in 
benefits for every dollar spent. 


While flood damage along Flat 
( reek luis been sigruficant. it has 
not been devastating, which might 
account for the marked lack of 
inteiest in the proposed projects as 
reflected in the relatively poor 
attendance at the Corps' several 
meetings held here 


Over the last 30 years, the Corps 


estimates flood damage along Flat 
Creek lias totaled $1,200.0(X), of 
which nearly half was caused bv 
the flood of 1951. These loss figures 
evidently were not great enough to 
offset the costs of constructing a 
flood 
control 
reservoir 
or 
undertaking other means of solving 
the problem. 


One side benefit that Sedalia

would have been creation of an­ 
other 
water 
supply 
source 
While this is not an immediate 
problem,

With the Corps of Engineers now 
out of the picture. Sedalia and area 
residents will now watch with 
interest the recommendations that 
come out of another study of the 
entire Blackwater-Lamine Rivers 
basin, being conducted by the Soil 
Conservation 
Service

cooperation with other agencies.
